Deferred Selective Service reg­ 
istrants in Illinois were today 
warned by O)lonel Paul G. Arm­ 
strong, State Director, that they 
must keep their local boards in­ 
formed of changes of status or 
risk being classified in Class 1-A 
because of the lack of up-to-date 
information in the local board of­ 
fices. 
“In spite of repeated warnings, 
many deferred registrants have 
fa il^ to notify their local boards 
of the birth of a child, a changé in 
employment or some other change 
in status which might affect their 
classification. 
‘ Recently we have had a few* 
registrants ordered for induction 
who have children born prior to 
September 15, 1942, hut wrho have 
never reported such births to their 
local boards. 
Consequently, the 
local boards are very properly car­ 
rying these registrants 
as meri 
without children. 
Frantic com­ 
plaints about being inducted out of 
order could have been avoided if 
these registrants had kept their 
local boards informed as required 
by law. 
“In addition, the registrant who 
has changed his employment must 
immediately report such fact to 
the local board. The list of non- 
deferrable occupations has been 
increased and a registrant’s official 
records in a local board office 
might show him to be engaged in 
one of those nondeferrable occu­ 
pations while he may actually be 
working today in an essential ac­ 
tivity but has never reported that 
fact to his board. 
“Another warning I must issue 
at present is that the Federal au­ 
thorities are becoming very strict 
on the matter of a registrant noti­ 
fying his local board of a change 
of address. 
When a registrant 
moves and fails to tell his local 
board w'hat his new address is, he 
violates the Selective Service law' 
and subjects himself to a possible 
imprisonment of five years in the 
Federal penitentiary.

tobacco, 
and 
candy. 


Temporary shortages are often 
quickly met. Do not send food or 
assorted commercial packages of 
goodies — except well-packaged 
fruitcake. Do not send elaborate 
shav ing kits or cigarettes. Ev en 
where cigarettes are most heav ily 
rationed, men are allowed a pack a 
day. Civ ilians often forget that 
the shortages they experience may 
not be true of serv icemen. 
In addition to the articles want­ 
ed by Army men, the Nav y also 
asks for foot powder, saddle soap, 
sun lotion, small, folding picture 
frames, checkerboards, and back­ 
gammon games. Members of the 
Women’s Auxiliary Corps serv ing 
ov erseas put swimming and laun­ 
dry needs abov e all else, and warn 
well-wishers that they hav e no use 
for civ ilian clothing or accessories. 
Postal regulations 
According to Army Postal ser­ 
v ice, ov erseas Christmas gift pack­ 
ages cannot weigh more than fiv e 
pounds, nor measure more than 
15 inches in length and not more 
than 36 inches in length and girth 
combined. The postal serv ice says 
to send durable articles which will 
stand up six months or more in 
shipping and they recommend that 
one of the fiv e pounds allowable 
be used solely for wrappings. The 
postal serv ice cautions that “ the 
hold of a ship may reach 130 de­ 
grees and a ton of weight may rest 
on your Christmas parcel.” 
Ad­ 
dresses should be printed if pos­ 
sible with a substance that wrill not 
mar, smudge, or otherwise run. 
Whatev er is sent, the personal 
tastes of the recipient and his par­ 
ticular theater of operation should 
be considered. 
Send lov e rather 
than poor quality — gift articles 
must be durable. They should be 
compact and easy to carry. To 
prev ent disappointing the serv ice­ 
man, relativ es and friends should 
be careful to av oid duplication of
